Welcome, Royalty 


Canadians in Montreal and Quebec have 
shown such enthusiasm for the Princess and 
her husband, that we wonder why members 
of the Royal family don’t come oftener to 
visit us. 

The King of England is also the King 
of Canada. If his position in the old country 
ever became untenable he would have equal 
rights as Monarch in Ottawa as he now has 
in London. 

While the King is permanently repre- 
sented here by a Governor-General, in this 
age of fast flight, we think he would be much 
more appreciated by this country if he were 
to fly to Ganada annually for the express pur- 
pose of opening Parliament. That is, pro- 
vided his health is good, and that other 
conditions are right. 

We welcome the heir to the Throne, not 
as a stranger, but as a Royal member of the 
family of which we are a part. We are glad 
that His Majesty’s health is improving suf- 
ficiently that the Royal tour can be made, 
and hope that he will continue to gain in 
strength. Only if the Monarch’s condition is 
satisfactory, as reported by daily bulletins 
from Buckingham Palace, will Princess 
Elizabeth and Prince Philip be able to enjoy 
their Canadian visit with minds at rest. 


Bakeries Convicted 


There can only be satisfaction in.the fact 
that the offending six western bakeries 
charged with restricting competition in order 
to keep the price of their commodity up, were 
given the maximum penalty the law allows, 
but satisfaction also that the presiding judge 
in the case, Mr. Justice Boyd McBride, 
minced no words in condemning the com- 
panies in scathing terms for what he describ- 
ed as misrepresentation, fraud, dishonest 
trickery and plunder.: 

But the most serious implication reveal- 
ed by the trial in the evidence before the 
court is the disturbing revelation that the 
bread combine actually received aid and com- 
fort from the Alberta department of trade 
and industry. The evidence showed that on 
one occasion an official of the department 
presided at a meeting where an Edmonton 
chain store official was persuaded to raise 
the price of the loaves his company baked to 
the level desired by the combine and enforced 
or imposed on the trade by it. 

It was shown, in the evidence, that this 
official of the chain store thought this was a 
request of the government in consequence of 
the government’s representative presiding. It 
was admitted that at one time the then sec- 
retary of the Alberta Bakers’ Association, 
who was not a government employee, was 
permitted by officers above him in the de- 
partment to use official stationery for 
threatening letters to bakers who were un- 
derselling the combine. These letters were 
even signed for the department of trade and 
industry. 

The inquiry into the Bakeries’ combine 
came as the direct result of demands made by 
the Liberal party leaders in Alberta in 1948. 
At a public meeting in Grande Prairie in July 
of that year, J. Harper Prowse, M.L.A., Lib- 
treal leader in Alberta, mentioned the illegal 
doings of the Bakery Combine and a tele- 
gram was sent to Ottawa following the meet- 
ing urging that an enquiry take place.

Joe Andrews (that's not his real name) nad had 


a successful trapping season. He had started early 


in the fall to lay out his string of traps and took 
justifiable pride in the way in which he was able 
to lure fox, lynx and muskrat and other animals to 
their death.

away from the steel claws even if they have to leave 
behind a paw or a leg. Besides, in this inhumane 
business, Joe wanted to be as humane as possible 
and put,the poor devils out of their misery with a 
well aimed .22 bullet. 


FURS TO MARKET 

Joe likes to go to Lac la Biche as often _as pos- 
sible but there’s no sense in going without, money. 
but if he’s had a-good fur catch he’ll trek to the 
rail line and catch the once-a-week Northern Al- 
berta Railways passenger train or one of the 
freights with the old half-passenger, half express 
car that trails on behind. He tan alays be certain 
of disposing of his fur catch-to-one of the friendly 
fur traders There’s the Hudson’s Bay 
Company, Sam Wooll, Bill Hamilton and others who 
will pay spot cash'for all furs they buy. 


Joe takes his furs in with him, sells them for 
cash, and then goes around town shopping for the 
flour, sugar and salt he’ll need to keep his,six cabins 
provisioned until his next trip to town, which prob- 
ably won't be for another three months. He always 
buys other items, too, such as tea, coffee, canned 
milk, breakfast cereals and other tasties which 
run out in a week or two and then he’s back on a 
rigid flour and salt diet punctuated by fresh fish, 
birds and rabbits, 


LATE TRAIN 
One day last spring Joe came into Lac la Biche 
with a good fur catch. I’m not sure how much 
money he got for his furs, but he arrived in town 
on Tuesday and planned on taking the Wednesday 


train out. “He applied half his fur receipts to gro- 
ceries and provisions, which he stored at the N.A.R. 
depot for safe keeping uritil train time and left half 
the remaining cash with a local department store 
manager for safe keeping. He determined to have

a good time until train time Wednesday night, with’ 


the remainder of the swag, but the train was late. 
And Joe ran into trouble as a result. 

By Wednesday night he had spent the money 
he had taken out, and all day Thursday kept com- 
ing in to the store to draw out more of the cash he 
had left there for safe keeping. He didn’t have far 
to go. The hotel is just across the street. 

By Thursday night the train still hadn't arrived 
and Joe was out of money. So all day Friday and 
Saturday he had three-way trips between the hotel, 
the railay station and the department store.

TO OPEN OCT. 20, IN EDMONTON

for the new Dr, John S. McERachern 
Cancer Laboratory in Edmonton,

LABOR SCARCE 


Added to hazards of the weather 
was a critical farm labor shortage, 
which Longman described as the 
worst he has ever seen. 

Urgency of the situation was 
stressed by Roy C. Marler, presi- 
dent of the Alberta Federation cf 
Agriculture. Marler said that “un- 
less the weather improves during 
the next six weeks, over what it 
has been the past month, nearly 
50 per cent of the crop will be left
